omy in1 public affairs, in tji<? Abstract, and the fact that therejs 
too"little suppoit foi thos'e bold enough to stand/for U.'n 
conciele. And th'eie has not of late been a beU:er";ilHistrrt 
ot Ihislacl than the tiealment by Congress of the postmnster^ 
genei nj's iecommend,ition in the line of lelreiiclimerit.'' The 
situation is made plain in a few woids by the Washingtonxor- 
lesppndent of a'New Yoik papei, who writes: "Postmaster- 
Geriei'al Burleson endeavored to ovfiicome the prospective de: 
ficil by-'providing for marked'reductions in the estimates to'be 
submitted to Congress for/the expenses of the-kpostal,service, 
biit ttfe'House of Representative's would have-none'of itrand 
proceeded to appiopnate amounts that aggregated nearly 
$19,000,000 moie

mended."

Upbn this another papei comments as follows: "Right there 


is the cause of very much of the extravagance in public expen- 
ditures and the bus! ness Inefficiency o,f government. Admin- 
istrative officers usually'get neithei support non encourage- 
ment from Congiess as fa\VliOleMii riuniniizing the money cost, 
of govei nment for the pe.p'ple." 


This is frue so fai as it"goes', but it does not go far enough. 


Not only do adminisliative officers in too many cases fail of 
the support of Congiess in their efloits foi economy, but leg- 
islalois when (hey make such attempts, as they occasionally 
do, fail in altogclhci too many instances of the support of their 
constituents. This holds true fiom the city government all 
the way to the Congiess of the United Slates. There is a con- 
slant shout,fo! economy, incessant complaint against the cost 
of ^ove'rnmenl and the wastefulness that characterizes public 
affairs in thi.3 countiy to such an alarming extent, but woe-lo 
thejuan, legislatoi or administrative ^official, who dares to take 
the"ppsilion of "watchdog of the heasuiy."
